A prairie fire and a wind storm 
is rather a bad combination, and 
some anxiety was felt on Sunday 
evening, when before a very high 
wind, a prairie fire was seen sweep- 
ing along from the north west, the 
glare illumining the whole town, 
while the smell of burning grass 
penetrated inside the houses. Not- 
withstanding these alarming signs 
the fire did not come closer than 
14 miles to her?, when it was 
checked by a fall of snow, which 
started in about 4 a.m. on Monday 
morning, and effectually quenched 
the blaze, 

According to Jasper Bruce, who 
was in town on Monday, the fire 
started somewhere about Keoma, 
and finished up at his place 14 miles 
north-west Strathmore, where it 
burned up $200 worth of green feed. 
It worked east and south-east of 
Keoma As far as he knew no 
dwelling houses had been burned, 
bnt some granaries had suffered, 
and of course a considerable amount 
of pasture. 

Tom Chamberlain says that consid- 
erable care should be taken to guard 
against fires during the present dry 
weather, and precautions taken that 
a big enough tireguard is plowed in 
each case, 

He says that a number of the farme 
evs out near the fire could not be ine 
duced to come out and fight it. Mr 
Chamberlain lost between 4% and 500 
bushels of barley, and the granary in 
which it was stored, which belongs to 
Mr J, H. Morrison, was also burnt 
Several of his cattle are missing, but 
whether they are burnt or not he does 
not know as he cannot locate them. 

Constable Hutchings, R.N.W.M. 
P., went out yesterday to investi- 
gate the cause of the fire. Many 
of the farmers have been burning 
off stubble during the past weeks, 
and it may have been that the sudden 
rising of the wind on Sunday after- 
noon caused one of those fires to 
get beyond control. 

With so many irrigation canals 
and several railroads, besides the 
Serviceberry Creek, in the district 
to the north of Strathmore, prairie 
fires of late years have been very 
limited in this area, and the extent 
to which last Sunday's attained was 
due to the high wind which accom- 
panied it

A Word for The Store. 
keepers 


At the last meeting of Strath- 
more U, F. A., one of the mem- 
bers made a remark in the course 
of his speech which seemed to us 
particularly appropriate. He 
was talking of buying and selling 
generally, and said that he found 
that when the banks would not 
extend him any further credit, 
there was hardly a store in town 
that would not give him the 
goods on credit, as he had done 
business with them for a long 
time, and they trusted him. 

There is no doubt that the 
credit system has had much to do 
with the building up of this 
country, but it 1s one that 
has its uses and abuses. It 
has often enabled a farmer to 
keep his head above water till he 
could get a firm footing, and on 
the other hand it has submerged 
many in debt so deep that they 
had to go under. Particularly 
this was so in the days not so long 
ago When grain growing was the 
farmer's whole occupation, On 
the whole however, it has benefit 
ted the farmer more than th- 
storekeeper, and many a store 
keeper has had to go into bane- 
ruptey, while his books showed 
thousands of dollars in accounts, 
which 
made him perfectly solvent. 

Fortunately the system of farm- 
ing which led to these long cred- 
its and their subsequent risks is 


disappearing, in this district at} 


least, and nearly every farmer 
has some money coming in from 
his livestock and produce every 
month. As a consequence the 
stores are carrying less book 
debts, and the prices of goods 
are coming down. ‘The cash sys- 
tem, of course, 1s the best, but itis 
hard to work properly ina new 
country. Where it can be work- 


ed, however, it pays everydody | 


best. 

One of the arguments used in 
favor of the farmers handling 
their own produce themselves is 
that the competition forces the 
prices up, which is a justification 
for the existence of the farmers 
own selling organization. 

The same argument also 
applius to the storekeeper. The 
claim is often made that the store- 
keeper is an unnecessary middle- 
man. Those who use that are, 
however, all at sea, In any cise 
where the middlemen has been 
eliminated, and the manufacturer 
establishes his own agency, the 
price of the goods goes up and 
stays up. If there were no 
country storekeepers the cost of 
living would go up with a jolt. 
The tact of the storekeepers be- 
ing a free agent keeps the prices 
at a reasonable level. If there 
was not the competition of the 
stores, the people as a whole 
would suffer in every way. The 
consideration shown by the mail 
order houses to the farmer would 
be the same kind as they show to 
their employees, that has enabled 
the heads of mail order houses to 
become millionaires. 

For these and many other rea- 
sons the country storekeeper is 
entitled to the custom of the 
public in his district and consum- 
ers should weigh these reasons 
carefully when making their pur- 
chases.
